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REPORT    OF    SCHOOL   BOARD 

To  the  Citizens  of  Hancock: 

In  reporting  the  administration  of  our  school  system  from 
the  period  of  March,  1914,  to  March,  1915,  we  are  pleased  to 
notice  some  encouraging  things.  We  also  notice  that  much 
advance  work  is  needed  to  place  our  schools  in  the  front  rank 
for  efficiency. 

Superintendent 

Our  superintendent  closed  his  work  with  our  supervisory  dis- 
trict, October  13,  to  accept  an  elementary  principalship  in 
Paterson,  N.  J.  He  left  the  schools  in  good  running  order,  so 
the  Board  felt  we  could  for  the  rest  of  the  year  get  along  without 
a  superintendent  with  fairly  good  results.  However,  the  Board 
feels  that  for  the  best  good  of  our  schools  we  should  reform 
a  supervisory  district  and  engage  a  superintendent  for  the  next 
school  year. 

Teachers 

The  schools  began  in  the  fall  with  an  excellent  corps  of  teachers 
who  have  been  doing  steady  efficient  work.  However,  experi- 
ence brings  out  more  and  more  strongly  the  necessity  of  normal 
or  other  teacher  training,  for  those  who  are  given  the  responsi- 
bility of  educating  our  children.  The  School  Board  feels  that 
the  time  has  come  to  establish  the  rule,  to  be  broken  only  in 
necessity,  that  no  teacher  shall  be  given  a  Hancock  school  who 
has  not  had  good  normal  or  other  teacher  training. 

The  Schools 

Village,  Grammar  and  Primary 

The  village  school  is  running  with  very  little  friction,  due  to 
the  efficient  teachers  in  control,  the  supervision  of  noon  and 
recess  periods,  and  the  absence  of  any  scholars  of  bad  or  diso- 
bedient tendencies.  Some  of  the  pupils  of  the  outside  schools 
are  being  sent  to  the  village  school  by  their  parents  who  realize 
the  better  facilities  naturally  belonging  to  a  central  village  school. 
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School  No.  2 — The  Dutton  School. 

The  children  of  this  school  have  had  much  to  contend  with  in 
getting  started  in  their  English  studies.  Much  remains  to  be 
done  to  place  them  where  they  should  be  in  the  grade  work  of 
pupils  of  their  age. 

School  No.  3 — The  Stearns  School. 

The  conditions  here  are  largely  the  same  as  at  No.  2.  Several 
of  the  pupils  of  this  school  are  attending  at  the  village.  With 
an  additional  teacher  at  the  Central  school  it  might  be  of  ad- 
vantage to  have  all  the  scholars  of  this  district  attend  at  the 
village. 

School  No.  7 — The  Stone  School. 

This  school  includes  an  interesting  group  of  pupils  and  good 
progress  is  being  made. 

School  No.  9 — The  Weston  School. 

There  are  only  three  pupils  in  this  school.  We  were  fortunate 
in  securing  a  teacher  who  is  contented  with  a  school  of  that  size 
and  whose  influence  with  the  children  is  good. 

High  School. 

The  School  Board  contracted  with  the  Educational  Associa- 
tion to  care  for  our  High  School  pupils  of  the  first  and  second 
years  at  one  dollai  per  pupil  per  week.  A  few  parents  preferred 
to  send  their  children  elsewhere  at  their  own  expense.  Two 
pupils  of  the  fourth  year  attend  at  Peterborough.  We  are,  as 
a  town,  to  be  congratulated  on  the  progress  and  development 
of  our  High  School  which  enables  us  to  educate  our  children  in 
advanced  studies  without  being  obliged  to  send  them  out  of 
town. 

General  Comments. 

For  some  years  past  we  have  realized  that  our  school  system 
as  a  whole  has  not  been  sending  our  children  out  of  the  eighth 
grade  with  the  thorough  and  complete  knowledge  and  training 
they  should  have.  We  have  not  had  the  results  gained  by  many 
other  towns.  Even  with  able  superintendents  in  charge  the 
educational  results  have  been  unsatisfactory. 

We  wish  to  point  out  two  of  the  deterrent  causes  which  we 
can  easily  remedy.  One  is  found  in  the  financial  necessity  of 
employing  untrained  teachers  in  our  outside  schools.  Most  of 
our  outside  schools  are  very  much  below  the  standard.  Our 
pupils  there  should  have  as  good  advantages  as  any.  But  to 
obtain  that  we  must  have  highly  trained  experienced  teachers. 
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To  obtain  them  the  Board  must  be  able  to  pay  the  wages  such 
teachers  can  obtain  elsewhere. 

One  other  deterrent  cause  is  found  in  the  insufficient  number 
of  teachers  for  our  village  school.  The  school  has  never  had 
but  two  teachers  and  so  it  may  seem  a  new  and  unnecessary 
proposal  to  increase  the  teaching  force.  But  we  must  bear  in 
mind  that  the  advance  of  education  has  of  necessity  kept  pace 
with  the  advance  of  civilization.  The  education  we  received  is 
not  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  our  children  who  will  have  to 
live  and  work  in  ever  increasing  complex  conditions.  Central 
schools  of  advanced  standards  now  do  not  allow  one  teacher  to 
attempt  to  cover  four  grades  for  the  simple  reason  that  neither 
enough  time  nor  mental  strength  can  be  devoted  to  any  one 
class  or  recitation.  For  instance,  the  seventh  grade  in  our  gram- 
mar school  attempts  to  cover  some  eight  topics  or  studies. 
With  the  many  studies  of  the  other  three  grades  and  combining 
as  much  as  possible,  some  studies  are  allowed  only  a  ten-minute 
recitation.  If  there  are  ten  children  in  the  class  that  gives  an 
average  of  one  minute  per  child  of  teaching  for  that  study. 
No  argument  is  needed  to  show  that  such  a  teaching  recitation 
must  of  necessity  be  superficial  and  partial.  Under  such  condi- 
tions we  must  expect  meager  results  in  the  education  of  our 
children. 

The  Board  proposes:  That  a  room  be  finished  over  the  hall- 
way in  the  village  building,  to  be  heated  with  an  ordinary  stove, 
to  be  used  as  a  recitation  room;  that  an  additional  teacher  be 
placed  in  the  village  school;  that  higher  priced  and  better 
qualified  teachers  be  placed  in  our  outside  schools.  These 
plans  will  require  a  special  appropriation  to  finish  off  the  room. 
But  we  believe  this  will  insure  a  much  needed  advance,  and  the 
appropriation  be  money  well  invested  in  the  future  welfare  of 
our  children.
